DEFINITIONS FOR SECTION II 


Incident 

• An event in which an officer issued a warning and/or deployed an ECW 
on a single subject. 

Warning Type 

• Verbal warning - any spoken words that would indicate to a subject that 
a Taser may be used. This warning can include: 

1) Any direct wording to a subject indicating or implying that 
a Taser will be used: 

Example: Holding Taser up and shouting, “Stop!” 

2) Any indirect wording that a subject may overhear 
indicating or implying that a Taser is about to be 
deployed. 

Example: A warning to other officers that a Taser is 
about to be deployed: 

“Taser, Taser, Taser” 

• Laser warning - laser function of the ECW is utilized as a warning. 

• Spark warning - spark function of the ECW is utilized as a warning. 

Deployment Type 

• Probe Deployment - the probe function of the ECW is utilized (includes 
follow-up drive stuns when a single probe is still attached). 

• Stun Deployment - the drive stun function of the ECW is utilized.
